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WOUND UP IN COURT 


OU WOULD THINK that after 

a grueling 45-minute match 
against one of the toughest challeng- 
ers he ever faced, Pedro Morales 
would be happy to have retained 
his W.W.W.F. heavyweight cham- 
pionship. 

He wasn't. 

You would think that after a match 
in which he wrestled the champion 
dead even and was neither pinned 
nor disqualified. Stan Stasiak would 
be happy. 

He wasn’t. 

You would think that after train- 
ing and conditioning his man to give 
the W.W.W.F. champion perhaps the 
toughest title defense he ever had. 
the Grand Wizard would be happy. 
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He wasn’t, 

In fact, when Pedro Morales and 
Stan Stasiak tangled before a capa- 
city crowd at New York’s Madison 
Square Garden, nobody was happy 
about the outcome. 

What happened was this. 

Morales and Stasiak wrestled for 
45 minutes on about even terms. If 
anything. Morales according to most 
observers, might have had the upper 
hand. However, the curfew bell pre- 
vented either man from gaining a 


decision. Obviously, the match would 
be declared a draw. 

That's what Morales thought. 
That’s what Stasiak thought. That’s 
what the Wizard thought. They were 
all wrong. 

Ring announcer Bob Freed an- 
nounced that by a decision of the 
judges. Morales was the winner and 
therefore retained his W.W.W.F, 
belt. 

“Judges!?” screamed the Grand 
Wizard. “What judges? Who ever

heard of judges? What’s going on?” 

“Judges?” Stasiak asked, his con- 
fusion obvious. “Nobody told me 
about any judges.” 

Even Morales seemed puzzled — 
but he wasn’t arguing. “I didn’t even 
know there were judges for things 
like this,” he later confided. 

What seemed so strange to’ the 
three was a New York State Athletic 
Commission ruling stating that in 
the event of curfew interrupting a 
championship match the judges at 
ringside shall be empowered to 
make a decision and award one man 
the victory. The reason nobody’d 
ever heard of it is because never in 
the 11-year history of the W.W.W.F. 
had anything occurred where it was 
necessary to make use of the rule. 
The situation simply had _ never 
come up! 

Wizard wasn’t buying it. 

“This is a trick!” he roared at a 
TV audience. “For 45 minutes Stan 
Stasiak outwrestled chicken-heart- 
ed Morales. He was just getting ready 
to deliver his heart punch which 
would have put Morales out of his 
misery. 

“But curfew ended the match. 
Okay. That happens. But we had a 
clause in this contract stating that if 
the match ended in a draw we would 
get a rematch. Suddenly, a group of

judges nobody ever heard of before 
tonight decides Morales is the winner 
on points! Points? What is this? 
Boxing? It is obviously a plot to 
deprive us of arematch and the Grand 
Wizard and Stan Stasiak will not 


stand for it! 

“If necessary.” the Wizard added, 
“I will get a court injunction and 
prevent Morales from accepting any 
title matches until we get our rematch.

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They can’t put one over on the Grand 
Wizard without a fight!” 

Wizard began his campaign imme- 
diately, He sent letters of protest 
to newspapers, magazines, radio and 
TV stations, the W.W.W.F. and the 
State Athletic Commission. And he 
went to court for an injunction  pre- 
venting Morales from putting his title 
on the line until the case was settled! 

When he heard about that, Morales 
began to worry. He immediately 
telephoned his manager, Gorilla 
Monsoon, to find out what he should 
do. “Don't worry.” Monsoon told 
him. “I'll handle it.” 

“I don’t like this,” Pedro told a 
reporter for this magazine. “I'm 
paid to wrestle —not to go to hear- 
ings. Look. I wasn’t crazy about this 
decision either. | would have happily 
settled for a draw and the return 
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Pedro shoulder blocks 
Stasiak (left) and 
sends him flying.

match. Stasiak deserves that much. 
He put up one hell of a tough battle. 
He’s a rough cookie. But still, if this 
was the decision, he and Wizard 
should have accepted it like gentle- 
men instead of flying off the handle. 
After all, this is the first: time in his- 
tory that rule had been used. They 
should have investigated it first be- 
fore they started accusing me of 
anything.” 

“That's easy for him to say!” roar- 
ed the Wizard. “I wonder how he 
would’ye taken it had it gone the 
other way. But that’s all right. I 
will have my day in court. WE WILL 
WIN!” 

Wizard's petition to the W.W.W.F. 
was filed, and a week later he, Sta- 
siak and Morales were summoned to 
a rare joint hearing of the W.W.W.F. 
and the State Athletic Commission. 


Even that was a small victory for the 
Wizard. Few experts thought either 
of these groups would even grant him 
a hearing. Wizard’s petition was, 
evidently, a good one. 

The day in court was a hectic one. 
First Pedro was called to the stand. 

“Will you agree to change the 
terms of the original contract?” 
an attorney asked, 

“Yes sir,” Pedro shot back. “I’m 
willing to wrestle Stasiak a hundred 
times if that’s what he wants.” 

“Lies! Lies! Lies!” screamed the 
Wizard from the back of the room. 
“He's chicken!” 

The judge slammed his gavel down 
on his desk. 

“Mr. Wizard, one more outburst 
by yourself and I'll dismiss the case 
entirely.” 

Wizard sunk into his chair and re- 
mained silent. 

“Mr. Morales,” the attorney con- 
tinued. “Will you agree the decision | 
was unfair and that it should be re- 
versed?” 

“No sir.” Pedro said. “I feel I 
won that match since they were judg- 
ing by points. Mr. Stasiak was good 
but I outwrestled him.” 

Wizard was about to deliver an- 
other outburst but Stasiak restrain- 
ed him. 

“You may step down, Mr. Mo- 
rales,” the attorney said. “Next we 
call Mr, Stasiak’s spokesman, the 
Grand Wizard, to the stand. 

Passing by Pedro and Monsoon, 
who was there for moral support, 
Wizard made his way to the stand. 
Before the attorney could get a word 
out, Wizard was pointing the accus- 
ing finger at Morales. 

“He paid them off! The referee, 
the judges the...” 

Again the judge slammed his ga- 
vel down. 

“Sorry sir,” Wizard said. 

“Mr. Wizard,” the attorney ask- 
ed. “why do you wish the decision 
and the contract changed?” 

“Because,” Wizard said, “I've 
never heard of a wrestling match be- 
ing judged on points. For this reason, 
and this alone, we want the contract 
changed.” 

For the first time in his life the 
Wizard put something into a few 
words and made his point. He was 
asked to step down from the stand 
after a few more general questions. 
Then the court rendered its decision.

\ \ THEN BIG NAME bands 
were in vogue during the 
late 1930's and early 40's, one of 
the best tunes played by the late 
Glenn Miller was‘Mean ToMe... 
Why Must You Be Mean To Me?’ 
Well, the ever-popular Man 
Mountain must have been hum- 
ming that tune the night towering 
Ernie Ladd literally kicked the 
stuffing out of him in Cobo Hail, 
Detroit. 

The match lasted only about 
five minutes but they were the 
most action-packed 300 seconds 
in years. The odd thing about the 
match was that not once did they 
ever lock arms around each other. 
True, that would have been im- 
possible for Ladd because the 675- 
pound Man Mountain is as wide 
as his home state of Tennessee. 

The perplexing thing about this 


particular match is the ferocity’ 


in which Ladd used his educated 
feet. Never before had he been so 
deliberate and never before did 
he seem to enjoy punishing a man 
so violently. 

They squared off for a second 
and then Ladd dropped Man 
Mountain with a vicious punch 
to the head. When Man Moun- 
tain hit the canvas it sounded as 
though Mt. Vesuvius had fallen. 
As soon as he started to get up, 
in a bent position, Man Mountain 
became a fat football for gridiron 
hero Ladd. 

Ernie apparently thought he 
was kicking field goals for his 
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team, the San Diego Chargers. 
He booted Man Mountain in the 
stomach, which sent quivering 
flesh from his navel to his four 
chins; then he booted him on the 
head. The referee warned Ernie 
about the kicks but the Bad Ladd 
wouldn't listen.

ECAUSE OF PRESSURE 

brought to bear by a three- 
month long investigation by the staff 
of THE WRESTLER and INSIDE 
WRESTLING, National Wrestling 
Alliance President Sam, Muchnick 
ilas announced a series’ of drastic 
changes in the rules! 

In the December 1972 issue of 
THE WRESTLER, we published the 
results of an investigation into the 
rules of wrestling under the headline 
“Nobody Gives A Damn About The 
Rules!!!" The article pointed out 
specific instances. in which rules 
were violated as well as recommenda- 
tions for streamlining these rules. 
Among the points raised by the 
article were: 

eSome referees either do not know 
the rules or are interpreting them 
wrong! 

eAlthough there is one universal 
set of rules. different geographical 
areas have changed them, adding 
some and subtracting others! 

eSome rules are being disobeyed 
or overlooked altogether! 

The conclusions in the story de- 
manded changes in the rules struc- 
ture. 

And now those changes are coming 
about. ; 

“Your investigation really shook 
up some people in this office,” a 
source close to the N.W.A. admitted. 
“In addition, we must have re- 
ceived hundreds of letters demanding 
changes and pointing to your story 
as proof that things have gotten 
out of hand. These things take awhile, 
but I believe this shows that the 
N.W.A. listens to the fans.” 

In its statement of rules changes, 
the N.W.A. issued the following: 

“The count on the floor is no 
longer 20, but has been changed to 
a 10 count. Hair pulling, eye gouging, 
strangleholds, biting, pulling trunks 
masks or other equipment, straight 
punches or kicks with the point of 
the toe are all i//egal. Contestants 
who repeatedly violate any of the 
above rules will be disqualified.” 

The key changes, however, are the 
violations that are now grounds for 
IMMEDIATE disqualification. , 

“Throwing opponent over the 
top rope, karate thrusts to the throat, 
the piledriver hold, failing to break 
a hold before the referee's five count, 
any low blow and any low blow ad- 
ministered to opponent with a jump

officials announced a new. rule 
prohibiting managers from giving 
advice to their wrestlers at ring- 
side. The N.W.A. says it is unfair, 
especially when many wrestlers 
don't even have any managers, to 
allow managers to give them ad- 
vice during a match. : 

But for a manager like Heenan 
who doesn't let his wrestlers get 
out of earshot, this was disastrous. 

“Then | got this idea,” explained 
Heenan. “| was reading all these 
books on mental telepathy and 
extrasensory perception and hyp- 
nosis and all of that stuff. And | 
said to myself why can’t | apply 
some of these principles to wrest- 
ling? 

“So | figured if | had some other 
way of getting the message to my 
man, it wouldn't matter that I’m 
not face to face with him. As long 
as he gets the idea, that’s the im- 
portant thing.” 

So Heenan worked out a system 
(which he says is foolproof) to 
transfer his thoughts. He tried | 
with Handsome Jim Valiant recent- 
ly. Just before the match Heenan 
and Valiant lied down with the tops 
of their heads touching, closed 


their eyes and concentrated. 

And Heenan claims for the rest 
of the evening everything he 
thought about—Valiant under- 
stood, without the uttering of a 
single word. 

Strange idea? You got to admit 
Bobby's using his head! O

However, one abuse the Decem- 
ber ‘72 article revealed was not 
Champions still cannot 
lose a title if they are disqualified. 
Although there have been many 
cases of champions getting them- 
selves purposely disqualified so as 
to retain their title, the N.W.A. 
feels that champions must be pro- 
tected from “hometown decisions” 
by referees who disqualify them to 
give the title to a local favorite. 

This rule, however, remains con- 
troversial. In fact, it was this rule 
which was largely responsible for the 
formation of the American Wrestling 
Association. 

. When» Lou Thesz was N.W.A. 
champion, according to current 
A.W.A. king Verne Gagne, many 
proinoiers thought he was getting 
himself disgualified quite often 
just to retain, his title. A group of 
them got together and stated that 
if Thesz got himself disqualified in 


an upcoming title match against 
Edouard Carpentier in Chicago, 
Carpentier would be awarded the 
title. That's what happened, and as a 
result Carpentier became the first 
A.W.A, champion. 

Although the rule changes are a 
step forward, our investigation also 
pointed out a more serious matter 
lack of enforcement. The best set 
of rules in the world don’t mean any- 
thing if referees don’t enforce them. 
And our investigation revealed that 
in most instances either referees 
didnt know the rules or refused 
to enforce them. 

The changes. will put additional 
pressure on referees. They no longer 
can claim ignorance. The rules 
are there...set down plain as day in 
black and white. Any abuses now will 
almost have to be traced to a lack of 
enforcement by referees! 

Unfortunately, the new rules do 
not affect other federations such as 
the World Wide Wrestling Federa- 
tion or the American Wrestling 
Association, although both have 
many similar rules. One uniform set 
of rules for all alliances, federations 
and associations would certainly 
eliminate much confusion. 

But until that happens, the N.W.A. 
must be congratulated for making 
an attempt to straighten out what was 
threatening to become a bad situa- 
tion. By this action the N.W.A. 
showed that it does listen to the fans 
and proves again that if enough 
people apply enough pressure — 
needed changes can be made.

liminary matches. When he 
brought back to the studio 
couldn’t believe his eyes.
